THE LAW OF THE~ STATE OF NEW YORK 
RELATING TO THE PRACTICE 
OF CHIROPODY. 


Being Article Thirteen of the Public Health Law, As Amend- 
ed By Chapter 199 of the Laws of 1912, and Com- 
prising Sections 270 to 282, Inclusive, of the 
Public Health Law, Taking Effect 

September 1, 1912. 


SECTION 270. 
Pedie Society of the State of New York 


The Pedic Society of the State of 
New York is continued and the officers 
thereof shall hold office until the ex- 
piration of their respective terms. 


SECTION 271. 


Eligibility to Certificate Without 
Examination. 

All chiropodists practicing as such 
within the State of New York, on the 
third day of June, eighteen hundred 
and ninety-five, shall receive from the 
board of examiners now in office upon 
application, a certificate or diploma 
under the hands of said examiners and 
the seal of said society, which certifi- 
cate shall entitle the person to whom 
it is isswed to practice chihropody 
within this state, upon first filing the 
saMe with the county clerk of the 
county in which such person resides, 
or if such person be not a resident of 
this state, with the county clerk of the 
county in which such person hes his 
office within this state, provided, how- 
ever, that same be applied for on or 
before July first, nineteen hundred and 
twelve. 


‘SECTION 272. 


Examinations. 


On and after September first, nine- 
teen hundred and twelve, no person 
not heretofore legally authorized to 
practice chiropody in the State of New 
York shall be permitted to engege in 
such practice unless he shall have 
been duly licensed so to do by the 
regents of the university of the State 
of New York, on the recommendation 
of the state board of medical exam- 
iners. 

The regents shall admit to exami- 
nations any candidate who peys a fee 


of twenty-five dollars and submits 
evidence verified by oath and satisfac- 
tory to the regents that he is 

(a) More than twenty-one years of 
age, 

(b) Is of good moral charecter; 

(c) Has a preliminary education 
satisfactory to the requirements of the 
board of regents; 

(d) Has graduated from a school of 
chiropody maintaining a standerd sat- 
isfactory to the regents. 

Applicants from other states and 
countries, presenting credentials ac- 
cepted as satisfactory by the regents 
and showing that they have been le- 
gally precticing chiropody for five 
years, may be edmitted to a licensing 
examination in chiropody. 

A school of chiropody shall not 
matriculate a student whose academic 
education is not equivelent to the 
standard required by the board of 
regents. 

The state board of medical examin- 
ers, or ® committee thereof, shall 
submit to the regents as required, lists 
of suitable questions for exrmin~tion 
in anatomy and physiology of the feet, 
there peutics, chemist~y, minor surgery 
and bandaging. From these lists, the 
regents shall prepare question p2pers 
for all these subjects, which at any 
examination shall be the same for all 
candidates. 

Examinrtions for licenses in chirop- 
ody shall be given at the medical ex- 
gminations whenever and wherever 
held in this state, in accordance with 
the regents’ rules, and shall be ex- 
clusively in writing and in English. 
Such examinations shall be conducted 
by a regents’ officiel, who shall not be 
one of the state medical examiners. 
At the close of each examintion, the 
regents’ official in charge shall deliver 
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the questions and answer papers to 
the state board of medical examiners, 
or its duly euthorized committee, who, 
without unnecessary delay, shall ex- 
amine emd mark the answers and 
transmit to the regents an official re- 
port signed by the secretary of the 
state board of medical examiners, stat- 
ing the stending of each candidate in 
each branch and his general average, 
such report shall include the questions 
and answers and shall be filed in the 
public records of the university. If a 
candidate fails on first examination, he 
mey, after not less than six months’ 
further study, have a second examina- 
tion without fee. If the failure be 
from illness or other cause satisfac- 
tory to the regents, they may waive 
the required six months’ study. 

On receiving from the state board of 
medical examiners an official report 
that an applicant has successfully 
p2ssed the examination and is recom- 
mended for license, the regents shall 
issue a license to practice chiropody 
in keeping with the definition of chi- 
ropody, as given in this article. Every 
license shall be issued by the universi- 
ty under seal and shall be signed by 
each acting examiner in chiropody, by 
the secretery of the state board of 
medical examiners and by the officer 
of the university who approved the 


' eredentials which admitted the candi- 


date to examination and shall state 
that the licensee has given satisfactory 
evidence of fitness, as to age, character, 
preliminary and professional education 
and of any other matters required by 
law and efter full examination he has 
been found properly qualified to prac- 
tice chiropody. If eny person whose 
registretion is not legal, because of 
some error, misunderstanding or unin- 
tentional omission, shall submit satis- 
factory proof that he had all require- 
ments prescribed by law, at the time 
of his imperfect registration or irregu- 
lar practice and wes entitled to be 
legally registered. he may, on uneni- 
mous recommendation of the state 
board of medical examiners, receive 
from the regents, under seal, a cer- 
tifieste of the facts which may be 
registered by any county clerk and 
shell make valid the previous imperfect 
registration or irregular practice. Be- 
fore any license is issued, it shall be 
numbered and recorded in a book kept 
in the regents’ office and its number 
shall be noted in the license and 


vhotograph of the licensee filed with 
the record. This record shall be open 
to public inspection and in all legal 
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proceedings shall have the seme 
weight as evidence as is given to a 
record of conveyance of land. 
SECTION 273. 
Expenses. 

The fees derived from the operation of 
this erticle shall be paid into the state 
trersury, and the legislature shall an- 
nually appropriate therefrom for the 
education department an amount suf- 
ficient to pay all proper expenses 
incurred pursuent to this article. 

SECTION 274. 
Real and Personal Property. 

The said “The Pedic Society of the 
State of New York,” may purchase and 
hold such real and personal estate as 
the purpose of its corporation may re- 
quire, but such property shall not ex- 
ceed in value the sum of one hundred 
end fifty thousand dollars. 

SECTION 275. 
Rules and Regulations. 

The said “The Pedic Society of the 
(‘State of New York” may make all 
needful by-laws, rules and regulations 
not inconsistent with any existing 
law, for the management of its affairs 
and property. The said “The Pedic 
Society of the Stete of New York” 
shall adopt and from time to time 
revise, add to, alter, amend or annul 
rules and formulas for the proper use 
of antiseptics in the practice of chi- 
ropody for the purpose of preventing 
diseases of the feet. And any chirop- 
odist who performs any act of chirop-. 
ody after receiving a copy of such 
rules end formulas without complying 
therewith and thereby causes septi- 
cemia or pyaemia or other diseases, 
shall on proof thereof be liable to the 
person so injured in damages to be 
sued for and ascertain2d, in an action 
at law before eny court of record of 
this state and proof of noncompliance 
with such rules and formulas or any 
of them after notice shall in any such 
ection, be presumptive evidence of 
malpractice. 

SECTION 276. 
Privileges and Immunities, 

The said “The Pedic Society of the 
Stete of New York” shall be entitled 
to all the privileges end immunities 
granted to medical, dental and vet- 
erinary societies of this State. 

SECTION 277. 


Falsely and Knowingly Claiming to be 
a Member of Such Society, a 
Misdemeanor. 


Any person who shell knowingly 
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and falsely and with intent to de- 
ceive the public, claim or pretend to 
be a member of said Pedic Society, 
not being such member, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
punished accordingly. 
SECTION 278. 
Practicing Without Registering 
Prohibited. 

Every license to practice chiropody 
before the licensee begins practicing 
thereunder shall be registered in a 
book kept in the clerk's office of the 
county where such practice igs to be 
cerried on, with the name, the resi- 
dence, the place and date of birth, and 
the source, the number and date of his 
license to practice. Before registering, 
each licensee shall file, to be kept in 
a bound volume in a county clerk’s 
office, an affidavit of the above facts, 
and also that he is the person named 
in such license and had before re- 
ceiving the same complied with all 
requirements as to attendance and 
amount of study and examinations 
required by law and the rules of the 
university as preliminary to the con- 
ferment thereof; thet no money was 
paid for such license except the regu- 
lar fees paid by all applicants there- 
for; that no fraud, misrepresentation 
or mistake in any meterial regard was 
employed by any one or occurred in 
order that such should be conferred. 
Every license, or if lost, a copy there- 
of, legally certified so as to be ad- 
missible as evidence, or a duly at- 
tested transcript of the record of its 
conferment shall, before registering, 
be exhibited to the county clerk, who, 
only in case it was issued or indorsed 
as a license under see! by the regents, 
shall indorse or stamp on it the date 
and his name, preceded by the words 
“Registered as authority to practice 
chiropody in the clerk’s office of—— 
———— county.” The clerk shall 
thereupon give to every chiropodist so 
registered, a transcript of the entries 
in the register with a certificate, under 
seal, that he has filed the prescribed 
affidavit. 

SECTION 279. 
Person Not Entitled to Register Unless 
Holding a License. 

No person shall be entitled to reg- 
ister as a chiropodist unless he or 
she shall hold the license provided for 
in section two hundred and seventy- 
two of this article. Every unrevoked 


certificate and indorsement of registry 
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made as provided in this article, shall 
be presumptive evidence in all courts 
and places that the person named 
therein is legally registered. After 
September first, nineteen hundred and 
twelve, no person shall register eny 
authority to practice chiropody unless 
it has been issued or indorsed as a 
license by the regents. No such reg- 
istration shall be valid unless the au- 
thority registered constituted at the 
time of the registration a license under 
the laws of the state then in force. 


SECTION 280. 
Duty of County Clerk. 

The county clerk of each county 
shall provide e@. book to be known as 
the register of chiropodists, in which 
shall be recorded the matters in sec- 
tion two hundred and seventy-eight of 
this article set forth, and shall there- 
upon give to every registrent a tran- 
script of the entries in the register 
with a certificate under seal that he 
has filed the prescribed affidavit. 
Every epplicant who shall have com- 
plied with the foregoing provisions 


and shall be admitted to reg- 
istration shall pay to the clerk 
of said county the sum of one 


dollar, which shall be received es 
full compensation for such registration, 
affidevit and certificate. A practicing 
chiropodist having registered a lawful 
authority to practice chiropody in one 
county and removing such prectice or 
a part thereof to another county or 
regularly engaged in practicing or 
evening an office in another county, 
shell show or send by registered mail 
to the clerk of such other county his 
certificate of registration. If such cer- 
tificate clearly shows that the original 
registretion was under tho provisions 
of any law now or heretofore in effect, 
the clerk shall thereupon register the 
applicant in the latter county on re- 
ceipt of a fee of twenty-five cents, end 
shall stemp cr indorse on such certifi- 
evte the date and his name preceded 
by the words “Registered also in —— 
county,” and return the certifi- 
cate to the applicant. 


SECTION 281, 


Penalty for Violations or Neglect to 
Comply With This Article, 

Any person who shall present to any 
county clerk for the purpose of regis- 
tration, any license which has been 
freudulently obtained, or shall obtain 
any license under this article by any 
false or fraudulent statement or rep- 
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resentation, or shall practice chiropody 
or any branch thereof within this 
state without conforming to the re- 
quirements of this article, or shall 
otherwise violate or neglect to comply 
with any of the provisions of this 
article, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and shall on conviction for 
each and every offense be punished by 
a fine of not less than fifty dollars 
nor more than one hundred dollars, 
or by imprisonment for a term not less 
than thirty days end not more than 
one year, or by both fine and im- 
prisonment. Any person who shall 
practice chiropody under a false or 
assumed name or shall falsely per- 
sonate another practitioner or former 
practitioner of a like or different name, 
shall likewise be guilty of a misde- 
meanor‘and punished accordingly. The 
regents may revoke the license of a 
chiropodist or annul his registration 
or do both in any of the following 


cases: 

(a) Conviction of a felony; (b) 
Fraud or deceit in practice; (c) If 
the practitioner be a habitual drunkard 
or be habitually addicted to the use 
of morphine, opium, cocaine, or other 
drugs having a similar effect; (d) If 
the practitioner undertakes or en- 
gages in any practice beyond the 
privileges end rights accorded to him 
in his license; (e) If his license has 
been obtained through any false or 
fraudulent representations or actions 
upon his part. 

Proceedings for the revocation of a 
license or the annulment of a regis- 
tration, shall be begun by filing the 
written charge or charges against the 
eccused. These charges may be pre- 
ferred by any person or corporation, 
or the regents may on their own 
motion direct the executive officer of 
the board of regents to prefer said 
charges. Said charges shall be filed 
with the executive officer of the board 
of regents and a copy thereof shall 
be filed with the secretary of the 
board of medical exeminers, which 
latter body shall designate a com- 
mittee, of their number, to hear and 
determine said charges. The time 
and place for the hearing of said 
charges shall be fixed by said 
committee ag soon as convenient, end 
a copy of the charges, together with 
a notice of the time and place when 
they will be heard and determined, 
shall be served upon the accused or 
his counsel at least ten days before 
the date actually fixed for such hear- 


ing. Service shall be in person or 
by publication and shall indicate a 


. definite time and place for a hearing. 


At said hearing the accused shall 
have the right to cross-examine the 
witnesses against him and to produce 
witnesses in his defense and to appear 
personally or by counsel. The said 
committee shall make a written report 
of its findings and recommendations 
to be signed by all its members and 
the same shall be forthwith trens- 
mitted to the executive officer of the 
board of regents. If the said com- 
mittee shall undnimously find that 
said charges or any of them are sus- 
tained and shall unanimously recom- 
mend that the license of the accused 
be revoked or his registration be 
annulled, the regents may thereupon, 
in their discretion, revoke said license 
or annul said registration, or do both. 
If the regents annul such registra- 
tion, they shall forthwith transmit to 
the clerk of the county or counties 
in which said accused is registered as 
a chiropodist, a certificate under their 
seal certifying that such registration 
has been annulled, and said clerk 
shall, upon receipt of such certificate, 
file the same and forthwith mark gaid 
registration “Annulled.” Any person 
who shall practice chiropody, after 
his registration has been marked “an- 
nulled,” shell be deemed to have prac- 
ticed chiropody without registration, 
and in violation of this article. But 
nothing in this article shall be con- 
strued to prohibit any duly and le- 
gally licensed or authorized physician 
or surgeon from practicing chiropody 
or any branch thereof. When any 
prosecution under this article ig made 
on the complaint of “The Pedic Society 
of the State of New York,” the fines 
when collected shall be paid to the 
said “The Pedic Society of the State 
of New York,” and any excess of the 
amount of such fines over the expenses 
incurred by the said society in en- 
forcing the law of this state relating 
to the practice of chiropody, shall be 
paid at the end of the year by the 
seid society to the treasurer of the 
State of New York for the common 
school fund. 


SECTION 282. 
Construction of this Article. 
For the purpose of this article 


“chiropody” is understood to be the 
surgical treatment of abnormal nails, 
all superficial excreseences occurring 
on the hands and feet, such ag corns, 
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warts or cellosities and the treatment 
of bunions; but it shell not confer 
the right to operate upon the hands 
or feet for congenital or acquired de- 
formities, or for conditions requiring 
the use of enaesthetics other than lo- 
eal, or incisions involving the struc- 
tures below the level of the true skin. 


Dr. IGNACE J, REIS. 


Dr. Ignace J. Reis, of Chicago. the 
Vice-President of the Chiropodists’ 
Society of Illinois, was born in Hun- 
gary in 1864. He attended the gram- 
mar school and high school of his

netive town and later the University 
of Vienna, Austria. 

In 1890 he visited America, and aft- 
er a brief sojourn East went to Chi- 
cago, where he opened an office as a 
chiropodist, locating at the corner of 
State and Madison Streets, where he 
still holds forth. 

Right years ago, the Chiropodists’ 
Sceiety of Illinois, the first one west 
of New York, was started and as one 
of the founders he served as its Sec- 
retary for the first four years. 

He is always abreast with the new- 
est developments tending to advance 
the profession and is deeply inter- 


ested in the possibility of the first 
convention for chiropodists of America 
which is being planned for next sum- 
mer. 

He is also a member of the Hun- 
garian University Club of Chicago, of 
the Rotary Club of Chicego, of the 
Austro-Hungarian Benevolent Associ- 
ation of Chicago, the Geneva Emer- 
gency Corps and several social organi- 
zations. 

His wife, Nannie A. Reis, is a well- 
known club woman of Chicago, a 
writer and an associate editor of one 
of the Chicago weeklies. 


DR. MONROE REDELL. 

Twenty-seven years ago, in the city 
of New York, Monroe Redell first saw 
the light of day. At an early age he 
was sent to the public school, not 
so much on account of what he would 
learn there, but the family was large 
and there being new errivals at reg- 
ular intervals, it was necessary to 
have room, 

At the age of thirteen or there- 
abouts, Monroe was put to work, 
principally at running errands. He 
ran well. In fact, after several years, 
his employer became so delighted with 
him, that he raised his wages from 
$3.00 a week to $3.50. Then Monroe 
discherged the boss, and became a 
clerk in a pawnbroker’s establishment. 

The munificent salary he received 
there, kept him constantly in hock, 
and he promptly resigned his position.

At the annual meeting in January, 
Dr. Redell was elected as treasurer 
of the Pedic Society. He is a gentle- 
manly young man, of good habits, and 
a credit to the profession of chiropody.

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THE DISEASES OF CHIROPODY. 


A Description of the Symptoms, Eti- 
ology, and Pathology of the 
Various Foot Troubles, 


By Dr. Lewis Durlacher. 


CHAPTER VIII—(Continued) 
Bunions. 


The most beneficial and proper local 
treatments I generally use are cold 
water dressings, spirit lotions, and the 
application of diachylon and soap 
plesters in the more severe c28es, 
linseed meal poultices, made with 
decoction of poppies, the nitrate of 
silver, potassa fusa, and also nitric 
acid, but these latter remedies must 
be employed with great caution. 

When a bunion first forms it appears 
inflemed, but is not attended with 
much swelling; the pain in the joint 
is mostly felt when the shoe is worn. 
It continues for a few days and then 
subsides, re-occurring however, at in- 
tervals for many months, without 
increasing in severity, so as to require 
medical advice. If it be caused by 
wearing a short, bedly made shoe, it 
will be immediately relieved by re- 
moving it, and a cure effected by 
bathing the foot night and morning 
with a spirit lotion. 

Even if the shoe should not appear 
afterwards to press injuriously on the 
foot, it ought not egain be worn, for 
if the patient persists in doing so, the 
pain and irritation will gradually in- 
crease in proportion as the foot is 
used, and be felt more especially in 
the joint, under the ball, and along 
the toe: Inflammation will extend in 
an equal degree, and proceed over 
the instep, the integuments covering 
the joint will be thickened, the cu- 
ticle forms scales or layers, and corns 
be generated, either on one elevated 
point, or else in small superficial 
clusters on various parts of the bunion. 
The best mode of treatment in such a 
case would be to reduce the inflamma- 
tion by rest, end by the applications 
of cold lotions, after which the corn 
may be carefully extracted, amd a 
plaster made with soap cerate and 
adhesive plester applied over the joint. 
If jthe great toe is inclined obliquely 


inwards towards the others, a piece . 


of sponge or a pledget made with tape 
or linen of sufficient thickness, should 
be placed between the first and the 
great toe, so as to bring the latter in 
a parallel line with the joint and meta- 


tarsal bone. In this manner, the pa- 
tient wearing a properly-made shoe, a 
cure may soon be effected but the 
plaster must be retained over the joint 
for some ‘time after the pain and in- 
flammation have subsided. 

A similar class of symptoms will 
frequently occur, without any external 
cause, from constitutional derenge- 
ment; the joint affected and the foot 
very painful, giving rise to great in- 
convenience, in walking, the natural 
action of the foot, from heel to toe 
being impeded, so that sufficient exer- 
cise cannot be taken. The pain does 
not always cease when the shoe is 
taken off, but often continues for 
several hours afterwards. External 
remedies are of but little service, the 
disease being influenced chiefly by the 
state of the atmosphere, improving as 
the weather becomes more favorable, 
and getting worse with an opposite 
state of the temperature. As the gen- 
eral health is affected, so in a manner 
are also the bunions which arise from 
symtomatic derangement. 

The pain and inflammation in these 
cases come on sometimes so sudden- 
ly that the patient is apt to mistake 
the attack, and attribute it to gout, 
from which, however, it may easily 
be distinguished by the external ten- 
derness of the joint, and the persist- 
ence of the inflammation in the latter 
disease, whereas in bunions the part 
is not painful to the touch, and the 
inflammatory symptoms soon subside 
with the removal of the shoe, and the 
adoption of the usual treatment. A 
small tumor is occasionally found on 
the top of the instep caused by the 
pressure of the boot. It is situated 
uader the skin, and is hard and im- 
moveable. When the accompanying 
inflammation has subsided, and the 
pressure that produced it hes been re- 
moved, the cuticle is occasionally 
found to be thickened, and a corn, 
which is superficial and easily re- 
moved, is the result. In many cases 
it presents a strong resemblance to 
a genglion. Sir B. C. Brodie (vide 
clinical lectures) says he is uncertain 
whether this tumor is formed in the 
ligament of the joints, in the perios- 
teum, in the ultimate fibres of the ten- 
don of the Tibialis Anticus, or in some 
other texture. : 

Case 25—I was consulted by a gen- 
tleman who had a bunion which he 
said caused him severe pain, not only 
in the joint but over the whole foot, 
with an aching, throbbing and burn- 
ing sensation so unbearable, that he 


was obliged to take off his boot two 
or three times a day. On examination 
I found the foot end the integuments 
of the joint very red and swollen, but 
the joint itself is not much enlarged, 
and was inclined at first to suspect 
he had been wearing a tight new boot, 
or else that the foot had been sub- 
jected to an unusual degree of pres- 
sure; but this he essured me was not 
the case; he had worn the same boot 
for months previously without the 
least inconvenience. I was therefore 
obliged, in the absence of any local 
cause, to refer the complaint to a 
constitutional origin, and this I wes 
the more ready to do, as my patient 
was subject to pains in his knees, 
shoulders, etc., and the weather was 
cold and damp at the time. In this 
belief, enticipating that the complaint 
would be removed by the change of 
weather, I merely advised him to wear 
a very easy boot made of buckskin 
leather, from which he experienced 
great relief; and by care in prevent- 
ing undue pressure with a favorable 
chenge of weather he soon got well. 
No other application was used to the 
foot than eau de cologne diluted with 
water. When the disease occurs in 
persons of plethoric temperament, pre- 
disposed thereto from constitutional 
derangement, the inflammetion soon 
extends to the bursa, and requires the 
adoption of the treatment usual in 
such cases. It is sooner cured when 
arising from this cause than when it 
is produced by the progressive symp- 
toms of direct pressure. 

Case 26.—A lady who was occesion- 
ally under my care for corns, called 
on me in great alarm about the joint 
of the great toe of the left foot, on 
which there had been a bunion as 
long es she could remember, but it 
had never been the seat of any pain or 
other inconvenience until recently, 
when, without any apparent cause or 
alteration in her shoes or habits of 
exercise (her health not permitting 
her, indeed, to take quite as much 
es usual) the joint and foot became 
so peinful as to prevent her walking. 

The usual symptoms of inflammation 
of the bursa being present, I ordered 
a bread and weter poultice, ang the 
foot to be kept at rest in a horizontz1 
position. The next dey two corns, 
which were near each other on the 
surface of the bunion, were extracted, 
when the albuminous contents of 
the bursa oozed out, affording much 
relief; the orifices were touched 
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with the nitrate of silver, and a piece 
of lint wetted with cold water, was 
applied to the joint, and covered with 
oile@d silk. The next dey some small 
pieces of cuticle peeled off in scales; 
the same treatment was continued, and 
the nitrate of silver applied until the 
oozing ceased, after which, cold water 
dressings only were used. The cure 
wes completed in ten days. Persons 
in very delicate health sometimes suf- 
fer from severe prin in the joints, 
without enlargement or inflammation, 
and no appearance of disease can be 
traced in the joint. The skin is 
tender to the touch, and the foot feels 
clammy and moist. 

Case 27.—I wag requested by a 
physician to visit a lady in ill health, 
who compleined of pains in her right 
foot, particularly in the joint of the 
great toe. I examined the part very 
carefully, but could not discover any 
ceuse for the pain; it was sensitive 
to pressure, and the foot was swollen, 
but there were not any signs of in- 
flammation. An anodyne spirit lotion 
used for a few days diminished the 
sensitiveness of the skin; but the pain 
still continued in the joint. I directed 
a plaster prep2red with belladonna end 
soap, spread on thin leather, to be 
applied, and drawn tightly over and 
under the joint, so as to cover half the 
foot. From this remedy greet relief 
was experienced, and in a few days 
the pain was entirely removed. 

When the inflammation over the 
bunion is very extensive and severe, 
attended with excruciating pain, and 
the corn or thickened epidermis pre- 
sents a smell white circular ¢ppear- 
ance on any part of the joint, a dis- 
eased bursa may be expected to be fully 
formed. The first treatment should 
be to remove the insensible cuticle by 
earefully picking it out, by which 
means an opening into the bursa will 
be obtained, snd the discharge of its 
contents effected. The bunion should 
then be poulticej with linseed meal as 
long as there is any oozing from it, 
the foot kept quite at rest, the orifice 
touched night and morning with ni- 
trate of silver, and kept open until the 
sac of the bursa has come away. This 
treetment is safe, but uncertain as to 
the time required to effect a cure; the 
nitric acid would much sooner destroy 
the sac, but the extent of the sloughing 
produced by its use is so uncertain, 
and generally so much more than ex- 
pected, that I should in preference 
recommend the nitrate of silvcr or 
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caustic potash. If the contents of the 
bursa were not evacuated early, great 
constitutional irritation, with febrile 
symptoms, will supervene, requiring 
medical treatment. 


Sir B. C. Brodie, Bart., recommends 
when the abscess had discharged its 
contents, if it be indisposed to heal, 
the destroying the inner secreting sur- 
fece of the bursa by means of some 
caustic, and advises that a_ probe, 
armed with lint, dipped in concentrated 
nitric acid, be applied to the internal 
surface of the bursa for a. few seconds. 
A thin slough will be formed, on the 
separation of which it may reasonably 
be expected, he says, that the remains 
of the bursa will contract and granu- 
lete: otherwise the application of the 
caustic must be repeated. Mr. Lister, 
in some brief observations on bunions, 
recommends in these cases the caustic 
potash (Elements of Surgery). 

Case 28.—A lady of a medical gen- 
tleman consulted me respecting a bun- 
ion presenting the usual symptoms of 
en inflemed bursa. The joint was very 
much enlarged, and fluctustion was 
evident. I extracted the corn and let 
out the contents: it was poulticed as 
long as there was any discharge, and 
during the continuence of the pain. 
The pressure of the shoe was removed, 
but, notwithstending, the corn formed 
again over the bursa. and was from 
time to time extracted, which always 
gave relief. The edges of the opening 
were touched daily with caustic, and 
sorp cerate plaster worn over the 
joint. 

The treatment was pursued for three 
months without my patient being able 
to bear the pressure of an ordinary 
shoe. She then went to Brighton for 
some time, where various remedies 
were tried ineffectually, and on her 
return, I found nearly the same state 
of the joint, with the exception that 
the corn wes much larger. This I 
extracted and repeated the operation 
as often as it was required, touching 
the part with the potassa fusa on two 
or three occasions, instead of using 
the nitrate of silver. This plan of 
treatment was much more successful; 
the part became quite free from pain 
and the discharge ceased. The joint, 
however, was not much smaller, and 
was covered with layers of durated 
cuticle, which required to be removed 
occasionally. By wearing a plaster 
over the joint this lady remains per- 
fectly free from pain.

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INFECTION IN CHIROPODY. 
By Alfred Joseph. 


Carelessness and incompetency are 
the prime factors which cause the 
cases of infection now and then heard 
in the chiropody profession. 

The practitioner who does not 
cleanse the field of operation and 
sterilize his instruments as well as his 
hiands, in accordance with the rules 
and regulations sent out by the Pedic 
Society, is not complying with the 
law, and will sooner or leter find him- 
self the defendant in a suit for dam- 
ages. 

The person who has passed a chi- 
ropody examination and has had little 
or no practical education in clinical 
chiropody is going to find himself in 
trouble if he attempts to utilize the 
feet of the public as objects of ex- 
perimentation. 

The days of “picking up” chiropody 
have gone by. No more will there 
be chronicled in the newspapers the 
death of Mr. So-and-so, due to sep- 
ticemia at the hands of a chiropodist. 

The public has been educated to 
look for good work from a chiropodist, 
and what is more it demands that 
the person who treafs feet shall 
practice thorough asepsis and employ 
in his work the most approved anti- 
septics in vogue. 

Every case of infection due to the 
carelessness or incompetency of a chi- 
ropodist injures the reputation of ev- 
ery one in the profession. Therefore, 
all of us must do everything in our 
power to avoid causing infection. 

If you have a case of inflammation, 
put on a wet dressing of liquor Bo- 
rowii. If there be symptoms of in- 
fection, use a wet dressing of bi-chlo- 
ride of mercury :/5000. If the infection 
has invaded the dorsum of the foot, 
order the patient to apply poultices 
of flaxseed and slippery elm powder. 

If you aim to he a good, careful 
chiropodist, you must study all about 
the foot and what measures to employ 
in every individual case that comes 
under your treatment. 

Do not make the mistake of think- 
ing that all ceses of foot trouble are 
due to local conditions. Many consti- 
tutiqnal ailments manifest themselves 
on the pedals. 

Please bear in mind also that a chi- 
ropodist should not treat conditions 
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involving structures below the level 
of the true skin. 

Due to the good relief from foot 
troubles which patients have been 
given by members of our profession, 
they have been regarded as “wonders,” 
end have been consulted relative to 
treatment of hemorrhoids, varicose 
veins, and other diseases. 

Some years ago a New York chi- 
ropodist came to an untimely end in 
prison, as a result for having per- 
formed gynecological operations. 

Chiropody does not extend beyond 
the foot, and only the skin thereof, at 
that. Keep that clean and free from 
pein emanating from the excrescen- 
ces which result from improper shoes, 
and you will be happy and satisfied. 


TREATMENT OF PROFUSE 
SWEATING. 


Dr. G. Norman Meachen, in the 
Practitioner for October, states that 
of the many remedies that have been 
recommended, those that are really 
uselul are formaldehyde, potassium 
permanganate, salicylic acid, quinine, 
tennic acid and its derivatives, end 
horic acid. Broadly speaking. it may 
be said that powde-s are helpful for 
their drying end absorbing effects, 
while lotions are used for their as- 
tringent or antiseptic influence. He 
gives a selection of those formulae 
which have proved their efficacy: 


For Sweating Feet. 

Bathe the feet well every night with 
a werm one per cent. solution of potas- 
sium permanganate; dry thoroughly. 
The next morning dust on the follow- 


ing powder: 

Pottassium permanganate.2 drachms 
Powdered alum .......... 20 grains 
Talcum powder .. ....... 1 ounce 
Precipitated zinc carbonate. ) % oz. 


Misce. Fiat pulvis. 

If powders are objected to, white 
stockings that have beer. soaked in 
a saturated solution of boric acid may 
be worn. The strength of the per- 
manganate bath may be gradually in- 
creresed, and in mild cases this will 
bring about a cure. 

When bromidrosis is a distressing 
feature, applications of formrldehyde 
are more suitvble, though it must not 
be employed above ten per cent. 
strength if there is any fissuring or 
secondary dermatitis present.

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CHIROPODY, LEGISLATION IN NEW 
YORK STATE, 


How It Was Obtained in 1895, and How 
It Was Augmented in 1912, 


The Public Benefited and the Standard 
of Our Calling Dignified. 


When, in 1895, a few New York chi- 
ropodists met and caused a bill to be 
drafted and introduced into the Legis- 
lature, regulating the practice of chi- 
ropody, the first step toward advancing 
the profession was made. 

The act of 1895 created the Pedic 
Society, and gave it jurisdiction over 
those engaged in treating excrescen- 
ces of the feet. This law provided for 
the creation of a Board of Examiners 
to consist of three chiropodists, whose 
duty it was to exemine all applicants 
desirous of practicing chiropody in the 
State of New York, and to issue a 
license to those found proficient. 

Seventeen years have elapsed since 
the enactment of this first chiropody 
law. During that time hundreds of 
candidates have applied for license 
and those passing muster have been 
legalized to practice. But, despite the 
fact that in a way the public was thus 
receiving better chiropody service, 
there wes little if any advancement in 
essential requirements. 

If an applicant could answer enough 
questions to obtain an average of 75 
per cent., he received a license to 
practice chiropody, regardless of the 
fact that he may never have cut a 
corn or have operated on an ingrown 

nail. He had complied with the pro- 


visions of the law, and the Board of 
Examiners wag compelled to grant 
him a license. 

Another disagreeable feature of the 
law was that if any one produced ten 
affidavits to the effect that he had 
been practicing chiropody prior to the 
enactment of that law in 1895, the 
Board of Exeminers was compelled 
to issue a license to him, regardless 
of his ability or knowledge of chirop- 
ody, The result was that many un- 
scrupulous and ignorant persons were 
admitted into the profession, and the 
public was thus imposed upon. 

The Pedic Society long ago recog- 
nized the defects of the law of 1895, 
end frequent discussions would arise 
as to a means of correction. 

The question of organizing a com- 
petent school of chiropody came up 
regularly every year, and after being 
threshed out in committee and on the 
floor of the monthly meetings of the 
Pedic Society, was peremptorily drop- 
ped, as soon as it became apparent 
that inasmuch as the Society had the 
control of the examinations it was 
not feasible nor proper for it to or- 
ganize and conduct such a school. 

The meetings of the Society, how- 
ever, were of a most instructive nature, 
end the members learned much per- 
taining to chiropody from the papers 
read by the various practitioners, 
physicians and surgeons. The debates 
brought out important facts regarding 
the treatment of diseases common to 
chiropody, and in this feature at least, 
some merit in the law of 1895 was 
manifested, because it proved to be 
the one, even though meager means of 
educating the chiropodists, and thereby 
afforded the public a less unskilled 
class of practitioners. 

The election of George Erff to the 
Presidency of the Pedic Society, 
brought about a decided change for 
the better in its affairs. Having been 
the chairman of the Board of Exami- 
ners for seven years, he had learned 
to know the most urgent needs as well 
es the shortcomings of the Society. 

Two years previously, Dr. Erff hed 
resigned as a member of the Board of 
Examiners for the purpose of organ- 
izing a well-equipped school of chi- 
ropody, but as he soon learned the 
task proved too difficult for one man 
to carry into execution. 

On assuming the Presidency of the 
Society, Dr. Erff began to ineugurate 
reforms, Like a general in command 
of an army, he made his plans, and 
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surrounded himself with capable aides 
to assist him in carrying them into 
effect. 

The first move wag to increase the 
membership of the Society, by inviting 
all unaffiliated chiropodists in New 
York State to consummate membership 
in the organization. 

To aid in the accomplishment of 
these results, a committee consisting 
of Drs. Erff, Johnson, Joseph and 
Counselor Marks journeyed to Buffalo, 
Rochester and Syracuse where local 
Divisions were organized. Many new 
names were thus added to the roster 
of the Society. 

President Erff’s next task wag the 
organization of a teaching school for 
the education of those intending to 
enter the profession. As the Pedic 
Society could not, as a body, inaugu- 
rate such an institution, the individual 
members were invited to subscribe to 
the capital stock of the proposed cor- 
poration, which was to conduct the 
school. About forty members respond- 
ed, and the institution came into ex- 
istence. From the start, the School 
of Chiropody proved a success, both 
from an educational and from a fin- 
ancial standpoint. As Chief Instructor 
in Clinical Chiropody, President Erft 
contributed no small part of his time, 
energy and knowledge to the success 
of the School.. 

In the latter part of 1911, President 
Erff considered the time ripe for at- 
tempting added chiropody legislation, 
and again the Executive Board's 
monthly sessions were characterized 
by debates appertaining to this sub- 
ject. Opinions were so varied that it 
was a hard matter to decide which of 
the many ideas advanced would re- 
dound to the greatest benefit of both 
the public and the chiropodists. 

Some wanted only a slight change 
in the law; others suggested that the 
power of appointing an examining 
board be taken from the Society and 
vested in the Governor; and others 
still maintained thet the entire pro- 
fession of chiropody be placed in 
charge of the Education Department 
of the State, and that the examination 
tests be made by the State Board of 
Medical Examiners. 

To thoroughly discuss and analyze 
these various ideas end opinions con- 
stituted a mighty task occupying much 
time, but finally President Erff recog- 
nized the force of the argument that 
the best was none too good for the 
people of the Empire State, and that, 
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like all the other professions, chirop- 
ody should be controlled and regulated 
by the Regents of the University of 
the State of New York. 

With this idea, President Erff called 
on Dr. M. J. Lewi, Secretary of the 
State Board of Medical Examiners, 
who, after listening to the presentation 
ofthe matter by President Erff, Alfred 
Joseph, and Maurice Marks, coun- 
selor of the organization, outlined in 
detail the desirable method of pro- 
cedure. 9 

Dr. Lewi stated that he regarded 
chiropody as a branch of medicine 
which had been neglected by the physi- 
cians, and deplored the fect that they 
had considered it infra dig, which was 
due, to the fact that this branch of 
practice had fallen into the hands of 
unskilled and unscientific persons, 

Dr. Lewi sympathized with the 
ideas of the Committee, and expressed 
admiration for the Pedic Society in 
its efforts to elevate the standard of 
chiropody—a procedure which could 
only prove of benefit to the public at 
large. 

President Erff, as a result of the 
interview with Dr. Lewi, was now 
more enthused than ever. At once he 
began operations by eppointing Drs. 
Joseph, Jantzen and Graff a Committee 
on Legislation, and instructed Coun- 
selor Marks to draft a bill embodying 
the views of the Committee to be 
presented to the Legislature. 

When the measure was ready, the 
Committee on Legislation, accompan- 
ied by President Erff and Counselor 
Marks journeyed to Albany, and, by 
appointment previously arranged, 
called on Dr. Augustus S. Downing, 
First Assistant Commissioner of Ed- 
ucetion, to whom the bill was sub- 
mitted. 

Dr. Downing carefully read over the 
measure, suggesting changes which 
in reality granted to chiropodists 
more than the committee had hoped 
for, and gave a logical reason for each 
proposed change, 

The sanction of the Education De- 
partment and of the Secretary of the 
Board of Medical Examiners having 
been thus obtained, the bill was in- 
troduced into the Assembly by Dr. 
Lent, Assemblyman from Kings County 
and was referred to the Health Com- 
mittee of which Dr. Lent was a mem- 
ber. It was entitled: “An Act to 
amend article thirteen of the public 
health law, in relation to the prac- 
tice of chiropody.” 
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Through a misunderstanding the 
bill was not simultaneously introduced 
into the Senate, and on March 5, Drs. 
Erff and Joseph and Counselor Marks 
went to Albany, end gave the bill to 
Senator Griffin for introduction in the 
Senate. 

On the night of March 11, Dr. Dan- 
iel F. Hogan phoned from Albany that 
the Chairmen of the Health Committee 
declined to report favorably on the 
bill unless a definite amount was 
stipulated to be appropriated for con- 
ducting the examinations each year. 

The next day Drs. Erff and Joseph 
took the noon train, and on arriving 
at Albany hastened to Dr. Downing for 
consultation. The latter failed to see 
any reason on the part of the Chair- 
men of the Health Committee for 
objecting to the bill, and requested 
that Drs. Erff and Joseph call the 
next morning at 9:45, when he would 
introduce them to Dr. Finegan, of the 
Department of Education who in turn 
would undertake to straighten out any 
snarl in the legislative situation. 

As arranged, the Pedic Society rep- 
resentatives met and were introduced 
to Dr. Finegen, who thereupon con- 
ferred with the Senator, and as a 
result an interview with Senator Mur- 
taugh, Chairman of the Health Com- 
mittee was had. 

After ascerteining his objection, the 
committee pointed out to him one 
word in the dependent clause, which 
the Senator, in hastily scanning the 
bill, had failed to observe. Immediately 
his objections were withdrawn and 
the bill was reported out of committee 
and placed before the Senate on the 
order of gecond reading. 

The committee then called on the 
Hon. John A, Mason, Secretary to the 
Governor. Mr. Mason is an old friend 
of Dr. Joseph and by him wag intro- 
duced to Dr. Erff. 

After a short discussion about the 
chiropody bill, during which Mr. 
Mason expleined how carefully Gov. 
Dix inquires into the merits of every 
measure before he signs it, the com- 
mittee departed. 

On March 14, the bill passed its 
second reading in the Assembly and 
next day it had a second reading in 
the Senate. 

On Monday, Merch 18, Drs. Erff and 
Joseph and Counselor Marks took the 
four o’clock train and arrived in Al- 
bany at, seven. After a hasty meal, Erff 
and Marks repaired to the Cepitol, 
while Joseph went to the meeting 


place of the local chiropodists, for 
the purpose of assisting them in or- 
ganizing the Albany Division. 

Upon inquiry regarding the status 
of the Chiropody bill, Dr. Erff learned 
that owing to the omission of the 
word “deemed,” and of two commas, 
the bill had been sent back to the 
Revision Committee, and would have 
to go to the printer to be changed. 

In order to hasten matters along, 
Drs. Erff and Joseph called on Dr. 
Downing at the Education Department 
and again sought his advice. 

He in turn enlisted Dr. Finegan’s 
aid in disentangling the knot, and at 
noon, Dr. Finegan came to the Capitol 
for that purpose. 

On Thursday, the 2ist, the Senate 
pessed the bill, but as it was in an 
unrevised form, it would be necessary 
to repass it as soon as it was passed 
by the Assembly and sent over to the 
Senate, 

The next day the bill passed the 
Assembly. 

On Monday, the 25th, Drs. Erff and 
Joseph agein went to Albany, and lo- 
cated the bill in the Senate. 

After a tiresome, anxious wait, et 
10:20 the bill came up for action and 
Senate Leader Wagner explained that 
it was practically the same bill as had 
been passed by the Senate on the 21st, 

Without opposition the bill p2ssed 
and the Pedic representatives, highly 
elated, congratulated each other. 

On Tuesdey, March 26, they called 
on Dr. Downing for the purpose of 
thanking him for his kindness in as- 
sisting the chiropodists; and then the 
committee paid a visit to John A. 
Mason, Secretary to the Governor, who 
told them to write a concise note to 
the Governor, and he would see that 
it reached His Excellency in the port- 
folio with the bill. 

On Saurdey, April 6, Governor Dix 
signed the bill, the law to take effect 
September ist of this year. The de- 
tails of this proceeding are here out- 
lined in order that a permanent record 
of this most important advancement 
in the history of chiropody may be 
in evidence. May future generations 
of fellow practitioners find the means 
and have the inclination under the 
stimulus of the pioneer work of those 
who have accomplished this much for 
chiropody, to so advance the standards 
of this branch of medical and sur- 
gical practice, as to place it on a par 
with scientific achievement wherever 
applied for the relief and betterment 
of mankind.

Any practitioner failing to 
comply with these rules will be in 
danger of having his license revoked, 
as the Pedic Society intends to do 
all in its power to abolish fakery and 
charlatanism in chiropody, and thus 
insure to the public the best and most 
careful treatment at the hands of 
those practicing chiropody in the State 
of New York. 


“I beg to announce that the well- 
known Surgeon Chiropodist for eleven 
years in practice at — , has 
opened en evening office at his resi- 
dence for the treatment of all diseases 
of the feet. By presenting this letter 
and 25 cents in cash, the bearer will 
be entitled to treatment for both feet. 
Scientific, Antiseptic and Painless 
treatment guaranteed. Respectfully 
yours.” 

The above letter was sent out by 
mail to the residents of the neigh- 
borhood wherein the “well-known 
Surgeon Chiropodist” lives, Insteed 
of having been in practice for eleven 
years, he has been a chiropodist only 
three years or so. The “well-known” 
is justifiable, being the identical chi- 
ropodist who wes sued for malpractice 
not so long ago.

“doctor,” and expect to hold the re- 
spect of his patient?”

The next examination will take place 
on Tuesday, May 28, at 2 p.m., at the 
Grand Opera House, corner 23rd Street 
and Eighth Avenue. All those desiring 
to participate should file their eppli- 
cations, together with a recent photo- 
graph, with Dr. R. P. Jantzen, 4 Hast 
42nd Street, at least five days prior 
to the examination.

tion. In our opinion, if he were a 
competent practitioner he would re- 
mein in the State where chiropody is 
regulated by law. As a matter of fact, 
he knows so littl about chiropody 


that he is afrai@ even to attempt to 
enter into competition, and seeks other 
fields, depending more on his New 
York certificate than on his ability as 
operator. 
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“In a large city like New York one 
may find many queer names, particu- 
larly of people,” said a license clerk 
at the City Hall, “but seldom does one 
find the succession of names in the 
same family continued in this odd 
groove. I came ecross such a case 
the other day. George C. Foote and 
Miss Mary Stocking came to me for 
a license to wed. Out of curiosity I 
asked Miss Stocking for her mother’s 
name. She said it was Miss Shoe- 
maker.” 


At the School of Chiropody, the an- 
atomy of the foot is demonstrated by 
dissection. The instructor Samuel H. 
Kenner, M.D., explains to the students 


* the various structures as he dexter- 


ously excises the tissues. Besides this, 
the text and quizzes on anatomy, and 
the stereoscopic views of photographs 
of dissected feet in various stages, 
serve to aid in the proficiency of the 
student in anatomy.

The next dey 
a check was mailed to every stock- 
holder, And only eleven months in 
business! 


All chiropodists are invited to sub- 
scribe for the capital stock of the 
Chiropodists of America. When the 
entire issue of $10,000 has been sub- 
scribed for, it is proposed to erecta 


building for the School of Chiropody 
and the Chiropody Clinic that will be 
a monument to the profession. 


In writing the prospectus for the 
School of Chiropody, a little over a 
year ago, we estimated that during 
the first year of its existence, the 
School would enroll fifty students. We 
based our estimate on the experience 
derived while chairman of the Board 
of Examiners, The figures have been 
verified. On April 20, the exact num- 
ber of students enrolled was forfy- 
eight. 


On April 17, President and Mrs. 
George Erff celebrated the marriage 
of their daughter, Gertrude, to Thomas 
O. Maxfield. The happy bridal pair 
received many presents and took a 
honeymoon trip. 


The State of New York is going to 
be a most uncomfortable place for 
illegal practitioners of chiropody. With 
the best interests of the profession et 
heart, every member of the Pedic £o- 
ciety will report all cases of illegal 
practice to the Prosecuting Committee, 
and with the adequate law at its back, 
the Society will show no mercy to the 
transgressors. 


Recently an old lady came to us to 
heve a club nail on the second toe 
cut. The task occupied less than five 
minutes. We were ashamed to ask 
more than fifty cents for the work. 
Commenting on the very moderate 
charge, she related that some three 
years previous, she had called on a 
certeiin chiropodist (not a member of 
the Pedic Society), and he had per- 
formed the same service and tried to 
extort $3.50 from her -for the work. 
She finally paid him $2.50.

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THE NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF 
CHIRCPODISTS. 


First Convention to Be Held at the 
La Salle Hotel, Chicago, HL, 
on July 1, 2 and 3. 


Every chiropodist in the United 
States desirous of helping to elevate 
the profession of chiropody to as high 
a plane es are dentistry, veterinary 
surgery, and other health professions, 
should enroll his name as a member 
of the National Association, and attend 
the first convention, which will be 
held at the La Selle Hotel, in the city 
of Chicago, on July 1, 2 and 3, of 
this year. 

The principal object of this gather- 
ing of chiropodists. in convention is 
for the purpose of instructing those 
who attend how to obtain suitable 
chiropody laws in the various States 
of the Union, and to essist them in 
protect the public and at the same 
time to elevate the -standard of the 
profession. 

In the State of New York, chiropody 
has been elevated to such a. high plane 
that eny person desiring to engage in 
the practice thereof must have a high- 
school, education, must attend for a 
period of one year, a school of chi- 
ropody registered by the Regents as 
maintaining a standerd up to their re- 
quirements, and must then pass an 
examination conducted by the ‘tate 
Board of Medical Examiners. 

By this act, chiropody is recognized 
es a branch of medicine. and hence- 
forth the practitioners in this State 
will be looked up to as men of in- 
telligence. 

The men who are responsible for 
this legislation in New York Stzte are 
Drs. George Prff and Alfred Joseph. 
It was they who planned the cam- 
paign, and cerried it to a successful 
issue. 

These same men are also the prime 
movers in the formation of the Na- 
tionel Association, and that fact alone 
insures success, provided that the 
chiropodists lend their efforts to the 
movement. 

The profession of chiropody outside 
the Empire Stete is sadly in need of 
assistance; for, although tried many 
times, chiropodists do not seem to be 
able to gain recognition from the 


State authorities, nor from the medi- 
eal societies. There has never been 


a pre-concerted, well-mapped-out plan 
of campaign in their attempts to pro- 
cure chiropody legislation. The few 
who were interested enough to try to 
achieve legislation were not supported 
properly in their endeavors. 

In a great measure, this was at- 
tributable to jealousy and ignorance. 
A men may be a first-class chirop- 
odist, but a poor mixer. He has no 
faculty for making friends, and friends 
are the most necessary adjunct to 
procuring favors. 

The Pedic Society, secure in the 
enjoyment of a very efficient chiropody 
law, desires to render its aid to the 
chiropodists of the United States, in 
helping them to obtain suitable chi- 
ropody laws. 

In mapping out a plan, it was con- 
sidered that the most advisable way 
in which to proceed would be to hold 
a convention, and there impart the 
knowledge and experience regarding 
the matter of procedure to those who 
attend. 

Hence the organization and conven- 
tion of the National Association. 

To date, some fifty chiropodists have 
sent in $5 each and enrolled as 
members. Meny of these have promised 
to attend the convention, besides sev-

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eral hundred others not as yet en- 
rolled. 

The Pedic Items has printed columns 
pertaining to the convention, and Dr. 
Joseph, as organizer, has written hun- 
dreq of letters, besides sending nu- 
merous printed circulars, to all the 
chiropodists whose names and ad- 
dresses he could obtein. This work 
has resulted in the formation of sev- 
eral Pedic Societies in the West. 

It is hoped that success will reward 
the efforts of those heading the 
movement. But that success can only 
come about if the chiropodists them- 
selves make some sacrifices, and lend 
their presence to the occasion. 

The Pedic Society, in organizing 
this movement, hes performed a grand 
work in the interests of humanity by 
endeavoring to bring about conditions 
so that only the best skilled and 
most competent persons shall minister 
to the aches and pains of the foot-sore. 

Whether or not those efforts shall 
bear fruit remains to be seen. We 
hope for the best, and trust that the 
yeer of labor spent in the attempt to 
elevate the profession of chiropody 
shall not have been in vain, and that 
the first convention of the National 
Association of Chiropodists will be a 
very pronounced success. 


THE APRIL MEETING.

cine, etc., he asked the members to 
contribute toward a fund for the pur- 
pose of enabling the Society to be in 
a position to maintain the high stand- 
ard which the new law has established. 

Upon the suggestion of Dr. C. L. 
Griffin, the members, following his 
lead, poured a steady stream of $19 
and $5 bills onto the secretary’s 
desk. 

All the members of the Society heve 
been asked to contribute to the fund, 
as, by the enactment of the new law, 
the Society’s greatest. source of rev- 
enue has been abolished.

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A BOY’S COMPOSITION ON 
ANATOMY. 


Anatomy is the art of knowing all 
our parts, to tell them from one an- 
other, and then treating them with the 
same courtesy. When we have added 
them all up, then we can ascertain our 
total usefulness. 

The main part of the anatomy is 
the diap»irgm. It is plastered with 
ribs to keep the inside from going 
out, and the outside from going in. 
No decent person should be without a 
daphraem. Above the di phragm is 
the arms, shoulders, neck and the 
herd: the head sometimes contains 
tue brain. 

On top of the head grows the hair; 
in ladies we find two kinds of hair, 
imported ‘nd domeste. Around the 
head are found the ears, nose and eyes. 

Proceeding in a southerly direction 
from the torso, we find the hips, use- 
ful for padding; benesth these are the 
legs. The legs hold up the body and 
sometimes used to hold on to a horse 
when riding. 

Attached to the upper end of the 
legs is the spine. The spine is a long 
string of bones which the head rests 
on one end and we sit on the other. 

Attached to the legs are the feet. 
Some varieties of feet are cold. Some 
people have cold feet all their life, 
others acquire cold feet and others 
have cold feet thrust upon them. 

The surface of the body is covered 
with skin and tissue. Sometimes it 
hangs in loops all over the body end 
sometimes it is stretched very tight 
from one bone to another. 

On the face, it is known as complex- 
ion and is used very much by derma- 
tologists, painters and decorators for 
commercial purposes. 


Between the skin and bones are 


found the muscles, which hold the 
bones together and prevent them from 


falling out. 
Packed neatly together inside the 
body is the heart, liver, kidneys, 


spleen, lungs and the appendix. These 
orgens are sometimes used by the peo- 
ple, but their real purpose is to fur- 
nish surgeons a living. 

The feet are found on the most south 
part of the anatomy, and in some 
cases are very peculiar. Some people 
use them to walk with, others use 
them to hang on chairs, tables and 
automobiles. The most important use 
of feet are to protect yourself from 
mad dogs and to keep chiropodists
